No. 80-II/50-A. — Ju oxcieiso of the powers conferred by clause (2) of Article 
118 of the Constitution of India as adapted by (be Constitution (Renewal of 
Difficulties) Order No 11, the Speaker of Parliament hereby makes tiro lollnwing 
amendments in the Rules of Pioeedure and Conduct of Business in P. ’‘liament, 
published under Noliiieation No 80-I/50-A, dated tin 26th January, iPSO, in the 
Gazette of India Extraordinary of the 14th February, 19oo. namely. — • 

Amendment i 

After Rule 180 and before the Schedule, the following Rules shall he added 
as Rules 181 to 190 under new Chapter XIII: — 

CHAPTER XIII. 

QUESTIONS OF PRIVILEGE. 

181 . Question of Privilege. — Subject to the provisions of those rules, a member 
may, with the consent of the Speaker, raise a question involving a broach of 
privilege either of a member, or of the House or of a Committee thereof. 

182 Notice of question of privilege. — A member wishing to iaise a question 
of privilege shall give notice in writing to the Sccretaiy before the commencement 
of the sitting on the day the question is proposed to be raised 

188. Conditions of admissibility of question of privilege. — The right to raise 
a question of privilege shall be governed by the following conditions: — 

(i) not nioi'o than one question shall be raised at the snme sitting; 

(ii) the questti.i shall be restricted (o a specifio matter of recent 

occurrence. 

184. Mode of raising a question of privilege. — The Speaker, it he gives con- 
sent. under rule 181 and holds that the matter proposed to be discussed is in 
order, shall, after the questions and before the list of business, is entered upon, 
call the member concerned, who shall rise in his place and, while asking for 
'leave tp raise the question of piivilego, make a short, statement relevant thereto -

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Provided that, where the Speuki r Ims refused tua consent iimlei rule 181 or 
is oL opinion that the mutter proposed to be discussed is not in order, ho may, 
if tie tliinl 3 if necessary, load rhe notice ot question o{ privilege mid state that 
he refuses consent or holds Hint the notice of question of piivihge is not in 
oi der . 

Provided further that the Sneaker may, if lie is satisfied about the urgency 
of the matter, allow n question ol privilege to he raised at any tune during the 
oout'rc of a sitting u.tei the disposal ot questions. 

185. Reference to Committee of Privileges. — (1) If leave under rule 184 is 
planted, the question shall he n fenc'd to a Committee of Privileges on n motion 
made l>v the Leader ot the Houm. or any other member to whom be may delegate 
his function under this suh-iulc 

("2) It objection to leave being granted iy taken, the Speaker shall request 
those members who arc in I mom of leave being granted to rise in their places 
and if nodi less Ilian twenty-five members rise accoi diugly, the Speaker shall 
intimate that leave is git.uled It less than lwentv-ft\e mourners rise, the 
Speabei shall intotni the iiiemhei that lie has not the leave of the House. 

186. Constitution of Committee of Privileges. —(1) At the commencement of 
Parliament, or from time to lime as the ease may he, Ihe Speaker shall nominate 
u Commit lee of Privileges cui'Hsling of not more than ton members. 

l2) The Committee nominated under sub-rule (1) shall hold office until a 
new Committee is lomin.itcd 

187. Chairman of Committee of Privileges.— (l) r rhe Chaimnm of the Com- 
mittee shall be appointed In 11 k Speaker from umongsi the members of the 
Committee 

(2) If the Chairman is fur rmy reason unable to act, the Speaker may 
similarly appoint an rther Clmiitnnn in his place 

(if) It the Chairman is absent from any meeting, the Committee shdl choose 
another member to act as Chniimiui for that meeting, 

188 Quorum of Oomiatltea. — The quorum of the Committee shall be five. 

180. Examination of tire question by Committee. — (1) The Committee shall 
examine every question refined to it and determine with reference to ihe facts 
of each ease whether a broach ot privilege is involved and, it so, the nature of 
tho breach, the circumstances hading to it and make such recommendations ay 
it mny deem tit 

(2) Subject to the provisions ol sub-mle (1) of this mle, the report may 
also htuto the procedure to lie followed hv the House in giving effect to the 
reeommetidnliony made hv the Committee 

100 Evidence before Committee of Privileges-— (1) The Committee of Privi- 
leges shall have power to h quire tho attendance of persons ot the production cf 
papery oi records if such a com sc is considered necessary lor the discharge of 
its duties' 

Provided that if any qucMion arises whether the evidence of a person or the 
production of a document is relevant ior the pm pones of the Committee the 
question shall he referred lo flu Speaker whose decision shall be filial- 

Provided further thn| Govt-rmrir nt thivv decline to produce a document on Ihe 
ground that ity disclosure would he prejudicial to the safety or interest of the 
State , 

(2) Subject to the provisions of this rule, a witness may he summoned by, 
an order signed by the Chairman and shall produce such documents ns am re- 
quired for the use of the Committee 
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(3) Tt shall be in the discretion of the Committeo to treat any evidence 
tendered before it as secret oi confidential. 

101. Sittings oi Committee oi Privileges.— (1 ) As soon as may he after a 
question oi privilege lias been referred to the Committee of Privileges, the 
Committee shall meet from time to time and shall make a report within the 
time fixed hy the House; 

Provided, that where the House lias noti fixed any time for the presentation 
of tfie report, the report shall be presented within one month of the date on 
which reference to the Committee was made : 

Provided father that the House may at any time, on a motion being made, 
direct that the lime for the presentation of the report bv the Committee be ex- 
tended to u date specified in the motion. 

(2) Reports may be either preliminary or final. 

(3) if any mernhei of the Committee of Privileges desiips to record a minute 
of dissent on any matters, he shall sign the report stating that he does so subject 
to his minute of dissent, and shall at. the same time hand in his minute. 

192. Presentation of report.— The report of the Committee of Privileges shall 
be presented to the House by the Chairman or in his absence by any member 
of the Committeo. 

193. Consideration of report.. — -As soon uh mu\ he, after (.he report has been 
presented, a motion in the name of the Chairman or any member of the Com- 
mittee will bo put down that the report, he taken into consideration. 

194. Amendments. — Any member may give notice of an amendment to the 
motion for consideration of the report referred to in rule 193 above in such form 
as may be considered appropriate by the Speaker: 

Provided that an amendment may be moved that the question be re-com- 
mitted to the Committee either without limitation or with reference to any 
particular mailer. 

195. Regulation of procedure — 'The Speaker may issue such directions as he 
mey consider necessary for i emulating the procedure in connection with all matters 
connected with the consideration of the question of privilege either in the Com 
rnittee or in the House. 

190. Power of Speaker to refer questions of privilege to Oommlttee. — Not- 
withstanding anything contained in thebe rules, the Speaker may refer any 
question of privilege io the Committee ot Privileges for examination, investiga- 
tion or report
